school children of I hv State. It 

means io give ihem a longer op- 
portunity lo prepare themselves in 
an educational way, and thus lit 
them to cope more effectually/ with 
ihe hearing world.

among the pupils over the passage 

of the law. So fa r so good . It now 
rests with those here, if they desire 
to gain I lie advantages the law 
gives them, lo make good use of 
their time, and Ihus show lo Un- 
people of Hie Stale that fhev are 

worthy subjects of iis benefits. 

The course of study vvill he 
revised, and it is proposed by the 
Superintendent to start tip a high 
school course, and Ihusaflcra while 
Ohio will stand as an example for 
other Stales lo copv . 

A teachers' meeting was laid 
after school Thursday afternoon. 
A series of light questions from

The Rev. William (iurney Jen 
kins died at his residence on Si- 
gOUrney Street, on Tuesday night, 
after an illness of several weeks 

from bronchial pneumonia. Mi 

Jenkins whs a native of Wales, 
but came to this country with his 
parents ;>* '< youth. He was edu- 
cated at Western Reserve College 
and studied for the ministry, but 
an affection of the throat caused 
him to turn to teaching. He chose 
the work of leaching the deaf on 
account of the special opportunities 

it affords for doing good to an 
unfortunate class. For a short 
lime he laught in the Arkansas 
institution Tor the Deaf and be- 
came its principal, but afterwards 
accepted a position as teacher ill the 

Pennsylvania Institution at Phila- 
delphia, where he taught with 
great success for several years. In 
ISS.'i he became R teacher in the 
American School for the Deaf in 
this city and proved that he 
possessed unusual qualifications 
for the work he hail chosen. lb- 
was faithful, painstaking, perse- 
vering and deeply sympathetic and 
he brought to his work a high degree 
of the peculiar characteristics that 
mark Hie people of his native land 
wherever they may dwell, a deep 
religious fervor and a glowing, im- 
petuous earnestness so aptly term- 
ed " Welsh lire." As a frequent 

writer of timely and scholarly ar- 
ticles for the I minis. the 
establihcd organ of the profession 
in America, he was well kuoVn and 

highly esteemed by teachers of the 

deaf throughout the land and wiih 
in a few months he declined a 
tempting offer to become principal 

of the school for the dea fat Belfast, 

Ireland. 

Although not in the ministry ssfl 
settled pastor, In- frequently 

preached, and with great accept- 
ance, as often as not without 
pecuniary reward. About two 
yean ago he obtained ordination in 

ihe Presbyterian body that he 

might be able to minister all the 
Christian ordinances among the 
residents of Sun-set on Deer Isle, 
Me., where, with his family, hewas 
accustomed to spend the summer 
vacation.

Last February there was a 
festival week in Chinatown from 
10th to 16th. The air had been 
filled with tin- smell of gunpowder, 
the Odor of incense, and the pun- 
gent smell of burning punk thai 
had penetrated even to the out- 
skirts of the Chinese domains. 
The streets were ablaze of color, 
the prevailing tones being red. 

Upon every doorway wa&a glowing 

bit of papcrvv ithquoei hieroglyphics 
in bit ok upon its surface. The 
streets were carpeted with red. the 

debris of the thousands of lire 
crack -is that had frightened away 
the evil spirits with noises like 

volleys of musketry. All the bal- 
conies and awnings were hung with 
Innumerable glowing lanterns, 
many of enormous size. Over each 
doorway were quaint and curious 
ornan cuts of tinsel and gilt with a 
singh peacock feathei adding color 
and symbolic meaning to the de- 
corati in. Tin- dress of many of 
the officials seen on the street, were 
of the most beautiful colors, pale 
blue brocade, breeches of the most 
exquhsite shade and delicate laven- 
der, silken robes of richest tex- 
ture, or perhaps peagreen and 
pink, the extreme delicacv of the 
colors, and the beautiful texture 
of the fabric, being quite unlike 

ma American goods. Occasional- 
ly a Chinaman was met with one or 
two children arrayed in rainbow 
colors and decked with the richest 
gold cnibrioderies. tiny creatures 
with caps of Ihe most beautiful 
workmanship in gold thread and 

jewels in their tiny cars. Very 

few women were visible, none of 

the better class. Occasionally one 
was met mincing along in little 

high-soled shoes, with her head 
hare and her hair elaborately 
dressed in pomade and tinsel 
flowers. She carried a fan. or per- 
haps a picturesque parasol, and 

was quite indifferent to ihe sensa- 
tion she created with her bracelets, 

her rings and shining heav v braids 
and i uffs glistening in the hu ilight. 

The Chinese New Fear is a move- 
able festival. It falls on the first 
new moon after the sun enters 
Aquarius, between Ihe twentv first 

oi.laniiaiv and the nineteenth of 
February. In some years there 
are thirieen mouths, one being re- 
peated. This occurs seven limes 
in a period of nineteen years. This 
year the festival began February 
10th. There are are but twelve 
months in this year, six months 
with twenty-nine days and six 
with thirty days. This being Ihe 

average of the t weuty-ninl h and a 

half dayof each lunar month. From 
the twentieth day of the twelfth

Early in last October learning that 
Thomas Widd was desirous of buy- 
ing a horse. Mr. Dean, who had 
owned the mare named Belle, over 
live years, let Thoma8 Widd. at his 
request, try the mare with a view 
to purchasing her, as is natural in 
the course of business, at the same 
time giving him the privilege of 
keeping and trying the mare to his 
entire satisfaction. Between the 
'.ith of October and 3d of November, 
'Thomas Widd used the mare with 
much satisfaction. He paid Mr. 
Dean for tiie marc on the 88th of 
October last. Mr. Dean let the 
mare go to him very cheap in order 
to help Thomas Widd in his 
missionary work.

warned Thomas Widd to enlarge 
the holes in the end of Ihe new 
traces so as to secure them properly 

and safely to the trace attached to 
the shafts, but Thomas Widd ever 
mindful of the day being Sabbath, 
said he would attend to enlar- 
ing the holes Ihe next day. While 
returning home Ironi church, one 
Of the traces got loose (no wonder) 
and slapped on the mare's hind 
legs, causing her to kick up. in 
order to get rid of the unusual and 

strange impediment, and un- 
intentionally, bit 'Thomas Widd on 

his knee. About the same time t he 

mare, that was then wearing an 

Open bridle (before then the marc 
always wore a bridle with blinders), 
saw a woman driving a horse com 
ing up behind her. While the 
woman was abreast of the mare, 
the woman raised her own whip in 
order to touch her own horse, the 
mare thinking the whip was in- 
tended for her, animal-like, tried 
to escape from being whipped by 
running. While running. 'Thomas 
snatched one of the lines from Mr. 
Ould. who was then driving, caus- 
ing the mare to suddenly swerve 
to one side. Had not Mr. Ould in 
time, as he did, grabbed the line 
back from Thomas Widd's trem- 
bling hand, there would have been 
an accident terrible to contemplate 
'There and then Thomas Widd re- 
ceived the kick. Before Mr. Dean 
purchased the mare Belle, the -for 

mer owner's wife used to drive the 

mare, and his eighl-v car old son 

used to ride the mare, Mr. Reaves,

Eleanor is one of the Beventj live 
little girls from five to sixteen years 

old. at ihe st. Joseph's Institute for 
ihe Improved Instruction of Deaf 
Mules, No. 118 Buffalo Avenue. 
Brooklyn. All are deaf and dumb. 

But Eleanor, aged nine, is deal, 
dumb and blind. Eleanor has a 
finely shaped head, which contains 

plenty of brains of a good and 
original quality. She is a new pupil 
and has not as yet a very large vo 
cabulary. 

A child bereft of hearing usually 

sees more in an hour than one thai 

••an both bear and gee does in a day. 
Bui little Eleanor Kelly must see, 

heal' and feel with her lingers. In 

the Large room the children gather 

to plav ami dance. Many an- verv 
graceful dancers, self-taught I hough 
they be. All are fond of their 
little, blind companion, and do all 
I hat I hey can Io make her enjoy 
herself. It was amusing lo see the 
ingenious way in which the blind 
girl taught herself to dance. Her 
partner first took the sleps for her. 
Eleanor Stooped down and rested 

her little white hands gently upon 

the ankles of her companion and 
thus counted and measured the 

sicps that were required to dance a 

polka or a wall/.. When she was 
Satisfied that she had il in her head 
she a rose and essayed the lessons.

the typewriter ie for a blind person, 

il is easier than writing with Ihe 
pen. I'.ul a II of I bene children can 
do both. 

All of i he Institutes fir the Im- 
proved instruction of Ihe d. 
mutes are making strenuous efforts 

to perfect their pupils in lip read 
Ing. Thej barn lo read Ihe lips of 
their teachers or (hose with whom 

they come in daily contact perfectly. 

Mill when thej arc with strangers 
their la k is more difficult. 

When little Eleanor Kelly is 

taught to talk, later on. .-ill her 

knowledge will have to be gained 

b.V the sense of touch. She will 
then sil beside her teacher, put her 
lingers 'on ihe teacher's throat, 
where she may feel I he vibrat ions 
and muscular movements, and try 
it herself. If she does not masler 
it after a reasonable lime, and Ihe 
teacher sees thai the child has a 
WTOng idea of what chords and 
muscles to bring into action, she 
will put her Angers in Ihe child- 
mouth and place her tongue in Ihe 
proper position With relation lo the 

lips and teeth. There win be 

times when this will nol accomplish 
the desired result, Then. Ihe 
child"-- hands having been made 
verv clean for the lesson she must 
pill her lingers in the teach 
mouth and with them listen while 
the teacher speaks the difficult 
word or sentence, and Irv again. 

It seems a herculean task, but 

if tin- child lives live years nun. 
and you call al the institute, >ou 
will be able to uudersland what 

she says to yon without difficulty. 
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
